Cabinet Has Emergency 
Meeting in London 
to Draft Note. 


BACKING BY AMERICA 
IS ANXIOUSLY SOUGHT 


President and Advisers Meet 
on Formulation of Policy, 
Is Indication Here. 


London, March 31 (By A. P.).—An 
emergency meeting of the cabinet was 
held tonight, says the Daily Mail, as a 
result of which something in the na- 


ture of an ultimatum will be sent to 
the Cantonese government demanding 


reparation for the slaying of British 
subjects by Cantonese troops during 
the recent disorders. 

The government, ~ the newspaper 
says, is prepared to take the strongest 
measures to secure retribution for the 
disorders. 

Great Britain is contemplating 
making certain demands of the Chi- 
nese nationalist authorities in connec- 
tion with the nantiforeign outrages at 
Nanking, but it was not settled to- 
night whether Great. Britain's de- 
mands would be made known sepa- 
rately or in conjunction with other 
powers. It is understood here that 
the British draft note demands an 
apology and reparation for the Nan- 
king affair, as well as pnishment of 
the guity persons and guarantees 
against the repitition of such out- 
breaks. 

Other Capitals Consulted. 

Exchanges are said to be in progress 


| between various capitals on the sub- 
ject of concerted representations 


by 
the foreign powers involved in the 
Chinese situation. The British gov- 
ernment is known to be reluctant to 
act separately, considering the case 
one suited for united action by the 
powers, 

The delay in delivery of the note to 
the Chinese authorities is taken to in- 
dicate that some difficulty is being en- 
countered in securing the assent of 
other governments to joint action. The 
British press and public are displaying 
keen anxiety for Great Britain and the 
United States to move together in 
whatever action is taken. The London 
and Washington governments are :a@id 
to be keeping in close touch by cable 
concerning China. London also is con- 
Stantly exchanging views with other 
capitals regarding the latest reports on 
the situation which are received from 


the ambassadors in Peking.

Sending of Ships and Men Is Doing More Harm Than 
Good, Says Canton Commander—Policy of Force 
No Longer Can Get Desired Result, Is View. 


(Special Cable. Dispatch.) 

Shanghai, March 31.—"If the nation- 
alist troops were responsible for the 
anti-Christian attacks on the missions 
and missionaries at Nanking, I am will- 
ing to assume full responsibility and 
guarantee that full satisfaction will be 
given, even to the extent of the pun- 
ishment.of those guilty and the pay- 
ment of indemnities for those killed or 
injured and for property destroyed.” 

Thus spoke Gen. Chang Kai-Shek, 
chief commander of the nationalist 


‘forces in an interview with American 


and British newspapermen this after- 
noon. Gen. Chang then explained that 
he has appointed a commission to make 
a thorough investigation and hoped 
shortly to have a report. 

Referring to the American and Brit- 
ish bombardment, Gen. Chang stated 
that the nationalists considered this 
action a great indignity, since the for- 
eign officials had not notified the Chi- 
nese that their nationals were endan- 
gered, and furthermore the naval com- 
manders failed to notify the civilians 
to evacuate the area prior to the firing. 

When questioned regarding the num- 
ber of Chinese killed, the general said 


the official report was not available, 
but he thought that six were killed and 
about a dozen wounded, with a larger 
number of casualties among the sol- 
diers. He declared he instructed Gen. 
Chen Chien, nationalist commander at 
Nanking, to lodge a ‘trong protest to 
the powers concerned. 

Turning to the Shanghai situation, 
the commander stated, “When I ap- 
proached Shanghai harbor and pro- 
ceeded up the river, I noticed a great 
number of warships and when I landed, 
my vision everywhere was obstructed 
by barbed wire entanglements, sand- 
bags and barricades. This produced an 
unfavorable impression and I have in- 
terpreted this warlike action as a re- 
flection on the nationalist movement, 
since the powers did not take similar 
action when the territories previously 
were occupied by the militarists. 

“Many problems connected with the 
foreign settlements are demanding at- 
tention which have not received atten- 
tion previously, owing to the lack of 
responsible authority controlling 
China’s foreign affairs. It is an unde- 
niable fact that the existing martial

PAOOENGERS ARE HURT 


Plane of Lieut. Comdr. Caba- 
niss Crashes During Maneu- 
vers Near Guantanamo. 


12 DIE IN FLORIDA CRASH 


Lieut. Comdr. Robert W. Cabaniss, 
naval aviator, commander of the air- 
craft tender Aroostook, and former chief 
of the naval aircraft factory at Phila- 
delphia, was killed in a plane crash 
near Guantanamo, Cuba, yesterday, ac- 
cording to word received at the Navy 
Department. 

Lieut. Comdr. Cabaniss was flying 
a PN-9 plane carrying several passengers 
when it fell. The message to the de- 
partment failed to state the cause-of 
the accident, but announced that some 
of the passengers were injured. 

The accident occurred during maneu- 
vers of the battle and scouting fleets in 


the Caribbean sea. The Aroostook 
proceeded to Guantanamo when news 
of the accident was received and took 
the body of Lieut. Comdr. Cabaniss and 
the injured to the hospital ship Mercy. 
Lieut. Comdr. Cabaniss was born in 
Alabama in 1884, and was graduated 
from the Naval Academy in 1906. 
Pensacola, Fla., March 31 (By A. P.). 
Two men were killed when a navy sea- 
plane crashed near Molino, Fla., this 
afternoon, the ship striking the ground 


after going into a spin at a low alti- 
tude. 

Joe Poarter White was killed almost 
instantly and David Edward Nelson, 
pilot, died in an ambulance en route 
to the Naval hospital here. 

Nelson is survived by his wife and 
one child, living on the reservation 
here. White is survived by his wife, 
who is at Keota, Iowa. Both men had 
excellent records.in the navy, . 


Britain Has Deficit | 
Of About $180,000,000 


London, March 31 (By A. P.).—Great 


 Britain’s financial year ended at mid- 


night with a deficit in“the neighbor- 
hood of $180,000,000. 

The exact figures of the deficit as 
issued by the exchequer are 36,693,- 
794 pounds. Advance estimates had 
placed the deficit at various figures 
between 20,000,000 and 30,000,000 
pounds. 

The deficit last year was £14,038,120. 

The total revenue was £805,701,233 
and the expenditures £842,395,027. The 
decrease in revenue for over the pre- 
ceding year was more than £6,000,000, 
while the increased expenditures were 
more than £16,000,000.

The ghost of Woodrow Wilson is 
haunting the path tothe Presidency on 
which Senator James A. Reed, of Mis- 
souri, has set his feet.

on Conditions Which 
Prevailed in 1914: 


POLICY MAY AFFECT 
BILLIONS OF DOLLARS 


9-Mile Road Is Assessed to 
Pay U. S. $226,878 in 
Recapture Case. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Federal valuation of railroads for 
rate making and all other purposes will 
be based upon costs, prices and wages 
prevailing during 1914 rather than 
upon ‘the much higher levels of later 
years, a majority of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission decided yester- 
day. 

Railroad officials saw in the find- 
ings, which were handed down in -sus- 
taining the governn-ent’s attempt to 
collect excess income from the St. Louis 
& O'Fallon railroad, a decision which 
may sway the computations attached 
to railroad property by billions of dol- 
lars, 


Ruling Applies to All. 


“We are dealing here with one small 
railroad,” said the. majority opinion 
written by Commissioner Meyer, with 
Commissioners Eastman, McManany, 
Lewis, Esch and Campbell concurring. 
“Nevertheless, what we do in this case 
we must in principle do for all the 
railroads of the United States. What- 
ever our decision is, its effect in money 
is relatively unimportant in this par- 
ticular case. But having in mind the 
whole railroad situation, the decision 
is of the greatest consequence from the 
public and private viewpoints.” 

As the first effect of the sweeping pol- 
icy outlined, the St. Louis & O'Fallon 
Co. was ordered to pay to the govern- 
ment within 90 days $226,878, this 
amount being half the excess earnings 


the commission decided that it had in 


the years 1921 to 1924, inclusive. For 
other carriers the prospect is now clear 
that demands for excess éarnings® in 
amounts many times as great will be 
forthcoming from the government, 
though the final payments will not be 
met. until the litigation is carried 
to the Supreme Court: for confirma- 
tion or rejection of the commission’s 
policy. 
Poor Roads Favored. 

In a lengthy opinion reciting all the 
facts, the majority of the commission 
explained that it was bound ‘by law 
to find a valuation for all railroads in 
the country, and that, having deter- 
mined that, also was bound to fix rail- 
road rates that would enable efficient 
carriers to earn 5% per cent annually 
on their valuation. Further, the law 
provides that in case any railroad earns 
more than 6 per cent annually on the 
ascertained valuation of its property, 
the government is entitled to take half 
of the excess into the Treasury, and out 
of the fund so built up to sustain lines

Impasse, Neither Strike 
Nor Lockout, Is View 
of Observers. 


PUBLIC IS BETTER OFF 
THAN IN OTHER CRISES 


Protracted “Shutdown Seen; 
Nonunion Fields Still to 
Be Operated. 


Chicago, March 31 (By A. P.).—Soft 
coal mining in the major American 
fields headed toward stalemate at mid- 
night tonight—the hour of expiration 
of the Jacksonville wage agreement. 

The impasse between operators and 
miners, one of a long series that has 
marked bituminous coal mining in re- 
cent years, was regarded primarily as 
neither a strike nor a lockout. Rather, 
it appeared to be a tacit understanding 
that work must cease because operators 
have refused to renew the wage agree- 
ment and the miners have bound them- 
selves to accept no other. 

The third party to the threatened in- 
terruption of soft coal mining—the 
general public—found itself somewhat 
better situated than on previous occa- 
sions. More coal is. in storage. today 
than ever before. Government esti- 
mates of bituminous coal above ground 
are .between 75,000,000, and 80,000,000 
tons. 

Long Shutdown Is Seen. 

Because of the advantageous position 

of. the public, coupled with the ap- 
proach of the season when demand is 
not so urgent for fuel, there have come 
predictions that the shutdown will be 
protracted. 
_ Some operators have said there would 
be no peed to operate the mines for 90 
days or. even longer. A large and steady 
supply of coal from nonunion fields, 
too, makes the situation, much easier 
for the consumer. The miners: and op- 
erators’ committee failed to arrive: at 
a mutual agreement: on their Miami 
conference. 

Operators in Illinois, where 3,500,000 
tons of cpal are mined Monthly, said 
that it is impossible to tell with any 
degree of accuracy how. complete the 
suspension may be for several days. 
Illinois mines normally employ approxi- 
mately 72,000 men. 

The viewpoint of Illinois operators 
was succinctly voiced today by Rice 
Miller, president of their association: 

“Illinois operators will not sign to 
continue the Jacksonville agreement. 
The reason is simple. They can not 
survive. Six years’ experience under 
an absolutely noncompetitive arrange- 
ment has resulted in the closure of 
more than half the mines in the State 
and the shrinkage in output of. 20,- 
000,000 tons.” 


Union Heads Also Determined. 


Union officials seemed equally as de- 
termined. President John L. Lewis of 
the United Mine Workers of America 
had nothing to say, but, district lead- 
ers made overtures to operators for con- 


ferences seeking to form a new wage 
agreement. 

In Ohio the operators took the initia- 
tive by inviting union representatives

A-CENT MARYLAND GAS 
TAK TS EFFECTIVE TODAY 


Indications Are That District 
Is Slated for Motor Fuel 
Price Increase. 


AID FOR STATE ROADS 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 

Annapolis, Md., March 31.—Mary- 
land’s “new 4-cent gasoline tax will go 
into effect tomorrow, the house today 
having completed passage of the Dill 
which increases it by % cent. Bill 
previously passed provided for an in- 
crease of 14%4 cents. 

And despite the assurance by Gov. 
Ritchie that reciprocity between the 
District and Maryland is not involved, 
the indication&S are that the District 
is slated for a 2-cent increase in the 
cost of gasoline, while the Maryland 
authorities have disclaimed any in- 
tention of seeking to bring about this 
increase, statistics presented by dele- 
gates opposed to the Maryland increase 
show that the gasoline companies have 
a way of taking care of differentials. 

In other States where the gasoline 
tax has been higher than that in ad- 
joining States, according to these sta- 
‘tistics the gas companies have boosted 
their prices to the level of those in the 
States having the higher tax. 

These delegates warned that while 
the District’s gasoline tax may not be 
increased, the likelihood is that the 
price of gasoline will be boosted to its 
cost in Maryland with the. increased 
tax. 

Delegates Daniel C. Joseph and Paul 
Berman, of Baltimore, and J. A. Wilmer, 
of Charles county, vigorously opposed 
the increase, Berman seeking to amend 
the bill so as to levy the tax on the 
State race tracks. 

After passage of the bill it*was sent 
to the governor, who signed it immedi- 
ately in order that the State comptrol- 
ler could send out notices for the col- 


lection of the tax tomorrow. 

Of the total 2-cent increase 1% cents 
is to be used for:the construction of 
lateral roads, a program by which it 
is ultimately hoped to give the State 
an entire system of hard surface roads. 
The remaining % cent is to be used for 
the elimination .of all railroad grade 
crossings, the railroads to bear half of 
the expenses.

Detroit, Mich., March 81 (By A. P.)—_

which last Sunday night sent him ca- 
reening in a Ford coupe down the eme- 
bankment of the uplifted roadway of 
Michigan avenue just at the eastern 
end of a bridge over the River Rouge. 

“The patient had a fairly good day,” 
read the last bulletin late today of ‘Dr. 
R. D. McClure, surgeon in chief of the 
Henry Ford hospital. “Progress con- 
tinued favorable.” 

An earlier bulletin remarked that 
there had been no adverse development 
in the automobile manufacturer’s con- 
dition, and that none was expected. 

The first. authentic statement from 
anyone of the vast Ford organization 
today was a disclaimer of belief that 
a deliberate attempt to kill the manu- 
facturer had been made. 

It came from Harry H. Bennett, chief 
of the Ford investigators, and was to 
the effect that he was satisfied that 
Ford’s light car was sidewiped by @ 
hit-and-run motorist driving with one 
arm about a girl or slightly intoxi- 
cated. 

Charges. Not Denied. 

There remained undenied, however, 
the original statements last night of @ 
source close to Mr. Ford, that the ac- 
cident was accepted as a deliberate at- 
tempt at assassination and a second 
statement by a Ford spokesraan that 
“a great many men” were’ investigat- 
ing along numerous lings, and that it. 
was believed the automobile which 
catapulted Mr. Ford over thé embank- 
ment was Known. 

In addition there wére reports that 
the Ford investigators were combing 
Detroit for a damaged automobile of @ 
certain. type. 

The only official investigation 
launched has been completed by the. 
Dearborn police force, but. tonight a 
report had not been passed to Joseph 
O: Castellucci, assistant prosecuting at- 
torney of Wayne county (Detroit), who 
today requested it from Fred Faust- 
man, the Dearborn police chief, 

Castellucci, who is the assistant 
prosecutor in charge of the investiga-. 
tion of automobile accidents, stated 
that he took the step because ofthe 
widely different accounts of the acci- 
dent which had come under his eye. 


Doubts Need of Action. 


“Judging from what I have read, 
and that is my only information,” he 
said, “I do not believe we will find any 
necessity for starting an investigation. . 
I only wish to assure myself, as is my 
duty, that there was nothing particu- 
larly suspicious about the thing.” 

Castellucci said that his course of 
action would depend entirely ‘upon 
Faustmann’s report. 

At the scene of the accident today 
a barked spot on a big elm tree was 
the’ only physical evidence of the 
smashup that might have cost the life 
of the man accounted the world’s 
richest. Hundreds of footprints showed > 
where curious persons had climbed 
down to see where the manufacturer’s 
car was wrecked, 

That Mr. Ford’s plight had been 
exaggerated was indicated by a close 
inspection of the scene. 

His car stopped fully 60 feet from 
the bank of the River Rouge and he 
could not have been in danger of being 
drowned unless he had lost control of 
it and headed back in the direction op- 
posite to that in which he was driving.

Student suicides came in for discus- 
sion yesterday at the fifth national 
convention of the American Associa- 
tion of University Women at the May- 
flower hotel. 


Dr. Marion Kenworthy, head of the 
department of mental hygiene at the 
New York School of Social Work, de- 
clared that such tragedies could be 
avoided if boys and girls could be led 
to work off the suicide impulse in a 
normal and healthy way. 

Childhood influences generally are 
responsible for suicidal notions among 
young men and women, Dr. Kenworthy 
said. She cited two cases, one of a 
girl who had a habit of “falling down” 
when she faced a big task, and the 
other of a youth who was too self 
conscious. Both tried to cornmit 
suicide, she said. Had their cases been 
handled sensibly, she declared, nothing 
of the sort ever would have happened. 
Such” cases can not be handled in 
groups, she said, but must be handled 
individually 

Five hundred women are attending 
the convention, and these represent 
26,000 American university women in 
all parts of the country.

BUS FIRE AT LAUREL PUT

WAGED BITTER BATTLES 
AGAINST MATT QUAY 


Was Great Campaign Orator: 
Served in Legislature; 
Dinner for Him. 


Col. Henry Hall, one of the active 
Washington newspaper men who court 
their years of service in the National 
Capital by the decade, yesterday com- 
pleted 34 years work as a Washington 
correspondent, and retired. 

His retirement will be marked by 2a 
testimonial dinner given in his honor 
tonight in Pittsburgh by the staff of 
the Pittsburgh Chronicle-Telegraph, 
which he has served as Washington cor- 
respondent since 1907, and by unani- 
mous expressions of regret by his col- 
leagues and political leaders, members 
of the House and Senate and promi- 
nent men and women, 

Colonel not only by virtue of com- 
missions on the staffs of two govern- 
ors of Pennsylvania, whom he helped 
elect, but also by grace of the dignity 
and charm of his personality, his re- 
tirement from active newspaper work 
writes the end to a chapter in Penn- 
sylvania politics extending back 46 
years and involving the bitter battle 
waged against “One Horse Quay,” the 
old Republican boss of Pennsylvania, 
whose mantle was later assumed by 
Boles Penrose, 


Was Born in England. 


Col. Hall was born in Edmondsley, 
England, and came to the United 
States with his parents in his infancy 
and was educated in the. common 
schools of Pennsylvania. He was a 
school teacher from 1875 to 1878. From 
1879 to 1882 he was recorder of deeds 
of Mercer county. In 1881 he began 
the newspaper career in which he - 
came one of the most influential po- 
litical writers in his State. In that 
year he became editor and part owner 
of a paper in Mercer, Pa., a connec- 
tion he retained until 1889. In the 
meantime, however, he became edi- 
torial writer for the Pittsburgh Com- 
mercial Gazette and had plunged into 
the political battle between Christo- 
pher (Chris.) L. Magee, political boss 
of Pittsburgh and western Pennsyl- 
vania, and Matthew Stanley Quay, 
dubbed by his enemies “One Horse” 
Quay, the Republican boss of Phila- 


Col. Hall took sides with the Magee 
faction and lent strength to its cause 
not only through his pen but through 
his oratory as well, being recognized as 
one of the best of the campaign ora- 
tors in the State. 

How effectively he. campaigned is 
indicated by the fact that he was 
elected to the Pennsylvania house of 
representatives from Mercer county in 
1887 and 1889 and from Pittsburgh, 
which is in Allegheny county, in 1901. 
He was one of the few men in the 
history of the State to have been 
elected to the legislature from two 
counties. 


Candidate for Speaker, 


His career in the legislature was filled 
with bitter and determined battles. He 
was a candidate for speaker of the 
house, supported by the Magee machine 
and bitterly opposed by the Quay ma- 
chine, but was defeated. After his sec- 
ond term he became the legislative cor- 
respondent of the Pittsburgh Dispatch 
in 1891. é 

He was the center of the bitterest 
fight in Pennsylvania politics when Ma- 
gee, Gov. D. H. Hastings and David Mar- 
tin, of Phiiadelphia, combined to over- 
throw “One Horse” Quay. 

The fight centered around the elec- 
tion of the temporary chairman of the 
party convention in Harrisburg in 1895, 
Col. Hall was the candidate of the 
“combine,” and Representative John 
B. Robinson, member of Congress from 
Media, Pa., was the Quay candidate. 
Pluguglies and thugs were imported, 
threats of personal violence and blood- 


tically put it out of the running and 
secured Quay on his throne. 

Col. Hall came to Washington in 
1893 as correspondent of the Pittsburgh 
Times, which had been owned by Ma- 
gee, who had left him a number of 
shares of ea of the paper when he 
died, and these Col. Hall sold when the 
Magee paper was bought by Senator 
George T. Oliver and his brothers. 
Since 1907 he has been correspondent 
of the Chronicle-Telegraph. He pre- 
dicted the nomination and election of 
President McKinley and was a close 
friend of several Presidents.

Col. Hall has covered each of the na- 
tional conventions of both major 
parties since 1884 when Blaine was 
nominated. He is a member of the 
Gridiron club and was president in 
1909 and is a member of the National 
Press club. Unmarried, he plans to 
take a vacation of several months in

GATHERED TO COLLECT 
FUNDS FROM EMPLOYES 


Salvation Army, Sisters of 
Poor and American Volun- 
teers Represented. 


Representatives of three Washington 
charity organizations yesterday after- 
noon were driven by police of the First 
precinct from in front of the Fifteenth 
street entrance of the Treasury. The 
workers had gathered to collect money 
from employes who had just received 
their pay. 

The police ordered the workers of the 
three organizations, the Salvation Army, 
Little Sisters of the Poor, and the Vol- 
unteer Workers of America, from the 
sidewalk. An appeal was made, to 
Treasury Officials, and they were allow- 
ed to remain on the steps until the em- 
ployes left after being dismissed. 

Local police have no jurisdiction over 
the Treasury steps.

The charity workers were allowed to 
take a place on the steps, it was indl- 
cated, because of the “suddenness” with 
which police appeared’ and orilered 
them away. It developed that since 
the workers, under police regulaticns, 
are not permitted to solicit on the sidc- 
walk, and hereafter will not .be per- 
mitted to stand on the Treasury steps, 
they must leave the Treasury alto- 
gether. 

Staff Capt: George L. Myers, of the 
Volunteer Workers of America, who had 
taken the stand representing his or- 
ganization, said that an appeal would 
be made to Superintendent of Police 
Edwin B. Hesse today. He pointed out 
that the organization had to take such 
measures to obtain money to carry on 
its work. In case police will not allow 
workers to stand on the sidewalk, he 
said, an attempt will be made to ob- 
tain permission from Treasury Officials 
to stand on the steps. He added: 

“IT have traveled with this organiza- 
tion all over the country and I have 
not found in any city such antagonism 


He pointed out that his organization 
had provided relief in several cases 
among families of employes of the 
Treasury, in cases of death, unemploy- 
ment from reduction in force, and the 
like. 

Maj. Hesse said last night that he 
had not heard of the incident, but th37 
in case an appeal was made to him, he 
would merely refer representatives of 
the charity organizations to the police 
regulations, which forbid soliciting on 
the sidewalk. He said he had not 
known that the solicitors were at work 

It was reported at the First precinct 
last night that the order was given as 
the result of complaints received. 

Staff Capt. Ernest R. Holz said last 
night that the army had taken this 
means of collecting money from Treas- 
ury employes who could not be reached 
in the annual drive. In many in- 
stances, he said, they were apparently 
glad of the opportunity provided them 
to give. The Army had appreciatea the 
opportunity of placing its workers at 
the base of the steps, he said. 

He added that if the workers are not 
permitted to stand either at the basc 
of the steps or on the steps the army 
will be deprived of the contributions of 
the Treasury employes.

After devoting time to the organiza- 
tion and functions of each association, 
Senator Reed stopped and asked: 

“Is it dead or alive?” 

Avoiding direct answer, Sapiro ad- 
mitted to the best of his knowledge the 
association was not functioning at the 
present time. 

‘It was a failure, was it not?” Reed 
ked. 
The answer was always negative. 


Loans to Wheat Men. 


Senator Reed ‘ievoted a great deal of 
time to Sapiro’s work in organizing 
the Northwest wheat growers and loans 
he was instrumental in obtaining for 
them. Sapiro testified he obtained 
$5,000,000 from the War Finance Cor- 
poration and for his services charged 
$5,000. The growers balked at the price 
and offered him $3,000, which he took. 

“The association is dead now, a fail- 
ure?” Reed asked. 

Sapiro began a lengthy explanation 
of its merger with the American wheat 
growers. 

“After headquarters were moved from 
Spokane to St. Paul, the Northwestern 
Growers still functioned under their 
own name?” said Reed. 

“As a Western division,” Sapiro re- 
plied. 

“And they are no longer function- 
ing?” 

Sapiro said he could not say 
initely.

High in Many Chinese 
Areas, Reports Say. 


AMERICANS GATHERED 
CLOSE TO A GUNBOAT 


Brtiish Did Not Draw This 
Country Into Shelling of 
Nanking, It Is Held. 


Shanghai, March 31 (By A. P.)— 

neident with further reports on 1n- 
tiforeign activities in various sections 
of nationalist-controlled China, Gen. 
Chang Kai-Shek, Cantonese comma.- 
der in chief, today protested against 
the presence of foreign troops and war- 
ships in Shanghai, contending chat 
such a display of force did more harnn 
than good. 

Reports of the antiforeign activities 
which have led to a general flight of 
foreigners in the interior to Shanghai 
and the coast, included advices from 
Chunking on the Yangtze river in 
Szechwan province, that Chinese mobs 
had torn down and destroyed the 
American flag on the United States 
consulate. 

Anti-American feeling had grown so 
strong there, the reports said, that 
American residents had concentrated 
near the water front, while the Amer- 
ican consul and vice consul were under- 
stood to have taken up quarters on the 
gunboat Monocacy. 


Feeling Is High at Nanking. 


Antiforeign feeling was reported still 
high at Nanking, scene of last week’s 
disorders, and nationalist artillery has 
been stationed 6n a hill overlooking the 
river, with their muzzles trained on 
foreign war vessels. 

The general situation in the Yangtze 
valley was reported still as strained as 
ever, with antiforeign agitation increas- 
ing, especially in Hankow and Anking. 

Lieut. Comdr. Roy C. Smith, jr., of 
Annapolis, Md., commander of the de- 
stroyer Noa, which was the first to 
open fire at Nanking to save the for- 
eigners on Socony hill, today declared 
that the American and British naval 
forces here had acted “in perfect har- 
mony.” 

“There was no question of the Brit- 
ish leading the Americans into this af- 
fair,” he said. “We acted in perfect 
harmony, after full consultation be- 
tween myself and Capt. Hugh T. Eng- 
land, commanding the British cruiser 
Emerald.” 

Negotiations are proceeding between 
Chinese bankers and Finance Minister 
Soong, of the nationalist government, 
for a $5,000,000 loan secured by the 
customs surtax and repayable in five 
months.

Steps to Lessen Panicky Feeling. 


One correspondent asked Gen. Chang 
what measures he had adopted to 
lessen the panicky feeling among the 
foreigners. 

He said that since his arrival in 
Shanghai he had advised the public 
through proclamations, posters and 
conferences with the labor leaders 
against mob violence and against do- 
ing anything which would endanger 
foreign lives and properties. 

“However, I am embarrassed because 
the foreigners hold me responsible for 
the preservation of order, but refuse 
to permit me to assist in preserving or- 
der inside the settlements. The barbed- 
wire entanglements are endangering 
public peace, owing to the inability of 
the Chinese to travel the streéts, and 
there even are cases where Chinese la- 
borers are unable to obtain admission 
to the factories for the purpose of re- 
suming their work, owing to the barri- 
cades and entanglements. The Chinese 
laborers want to go back to work and 
resume normalcy, but they are handi- 
capped everywhere by obstructions

“Antiforeign agitation has com- 
menced at Chungking,” the State De- 
partment’s summary of the message 
said.

APPEAL TO WILL HAYS 
BRINGS INVESTIGATION 


Veneration for Women Here 
Not Carried Out in the 
Movies, 1s Complaint. 


New York, March 31.—Because the 
citizens of Sweden could not under- 
stana how it is the women are treated 
in American homes in one way and in 
American movies in another, two pic- 
tures recently shown on Broadway are 
to be subjected to further scrutiny 
from both inside and outside the in- 
dustry at the behest of a member of 
the royal governmental board of film 
censors of Sweden. 

The pictures are “Twinkletoes” and 
“The Masked Woman.” The investiga- 
tion they are to undergo with a view 
to possible elimination of allegedly ob- 
jectionable sections, will be conducted 
both by the motion pictures producers 
and distributors of America and the 
motion picture division of the state 
department of education. 

That such investigations were under 
way was revealed to the Associated 
Press today by John S. Sumner, secre- 
tary of the New York Society for the 
Suppression of Vice.

in the Wilson cabvinet—a man who car-

The delayed explanation, which now 
reaches the Capital, is that those 
stanch Wilson men made their choice 
after it became apparent that the Reed 
boom was gaining considerable strength 
in Texas and was based on the fact 
they were willing to support any man 
but Reed. 

The Lone Star State has not furnish- 
ed the only example of this sort of po- 
litical maneuvering. In other South- 
ern States there have been indications 
that the movement toward Gov. 
Smith has gained headway in almost 
the same proportions that the friends 
of Senator Reed have been at work in 
his behalf in those States. 

A logical explanation of what ap- 
pears in a sense to be a _ political 
phenomenon—the dry South veering 
from a partial wet to an extreme wet— 
is that the leaders of the Democratic 
party are still for the most part men 
who. were trained and had their place 
in the sun during the Wilson adminis- 
tration. 

The national machine which went 
down to defeat with Gov. James I, Cox 
and was overwhelmed once more when 
John W. Davis ran for the Presidency, 
is composed of the men who gained 
ascendancy under Wilson. 

Many of them remember with bitter- 
ness the internecine war which Reed 
carried on for almost the entire eight 
years that a Bemocratic President occu- 
pied the White House. The impatience 
with which many of the Senate Demo- 
¢rats now regard the stand of Senator 
Cole Blease, of South Carolina, is mild 
compared to the annoyance with which 
the hornetlike activities of Senator 
Reed were regarded during the League 
of Nations fight. 

Democratic sentiment inthe 
country must be sharply distinguished 
from that in the Senate. There Sena- 
tor Reed has taken his place once more 
as one of the most powerful Demo- 
cratic figures, more partisan perhaps 
+ any other member of the minor- 
ty 

The same factors that have brought 
Senator Reed to the fore in the upper 
branch of Congress have served to give 
him increased strength in many sec- 
tions of the country, but in the South, 
his actions in the past neither have 
been forgotten nor forgiven. 

There is no indication that this en- 
mity would be carried into the election 
if Senator Reed should be able to carry 
his cause to a triumphant conclusion 
in the convention, but it will be the 
basis of the most severe delegate bat- 
tle of the campaign. 

Reports from virtually every State 
below the Mason-Dixon line indicate 
real opposition to the Reed candidacy 
and in a great many instances a de- 
cided trend toward Gov. Smith. It may 
be thaf still another candidate or a fa- 
vorite son movement will be used to 
throw against Senator Reed.

Treasury Ruling; Is Not 
Considered Poison. 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Compulsory use of aldehol begins | 
today in all plants denaturing alcohol | 
under Treasury ruling. The denatur- 
ant, which has an offensive odor but 
is not poisonous, has been in use since 
January 1. It is an oxydized kerosene 
and is used instead of pyridine, which 
was considered poisonous. 

Chemists of the prohibition unit. still 
are seeking a more effective denaturant 
which can not be distilled out by illicit 
liquor dealers, althougk the belief is 
expressed that aldehol will be effective. 

The formula now used for denaturing 
commercial alcohol includes’ three- 
fourths of 1 per cent aldehol, 4 per 
cent wood alcohol and one-half of 1 
per cent kerosene. This is described 
as sufficient- to nauseate but not to 
poison anyone using it for beverage 
purposes. Five other formulae are be- 
ing tried out in the laboratories.

CLOSE TO STEP PYRAMID 


Cairo, Egypt, March 3i ( 
Discovery of a tomb estimat 
60 centuries old, dating back 
third dynasty of the ancient P 
was announced today. The d 
say it may be the earliest tomb ever 
found in Egypt. 

The find was made by Cecil Firth, 
who has been conducting excavations 
in behalf of the antiquities department 
of the Egyptian government, at Sak- 
kara, a village near the ruins of Mem- 
phis. Near Sakkara is the famous step 
pyramid, believed to be the oldest of 
the Egyptian pyramids. 

The tomb is said to contain many 
unique features. It is in the boundary 
wall surrounding the step pyramid and 
was discovered only after a long tor- 
tuous search, owing to the extensive 
precaution taken by the builders to 
conceal it. 

It is thought, but not yet established 
that it is the tomb of Imhotep, archi- 
tect to King Zoser, who built the step 
pyramid. Imhotep was greatly revered 
by the ancients, being considered one 
of the wisest of men and founder of 
the science of medicine, law and other 
branches of learning. Other theories 
about the identity of the tomb are that 
it may have been used temporarily for 
Zoser himself during the building of 
the step pyramid, or that it may be 
the tomb of Zoser’s queen. 

A deep stairway of a hundred steps 
‘leads down to the tomb through an 
obscure tunnel in the rock. Branch

Mexico City, March 31 (By A. P.).— 
The Vidales _brothers, who for more 
than a year have been leading rebel 
bands in the state of Guerrero, were 
severely defeated by federal forces 
under Gen. Claudio Fox, and one of 
them, Baldomero, died a few days later 
from his wounds. His body was buried 
by Gen. Fox after identification.

THE CRISIS.IN CHINA. 


Chang Kai-Shek, commander in chief 
of the Chinese nationalist army, has 
called upon the powers to withdraw their 
troops and ships from Shanghai. 
states that the nationalists can not as- 
sume responsibility for the safety of for- 
eigners in the settlements so long as the 
present “intolerable conditions” prevail. 
At the same time Chang Kai-Shek an- 
nounces that if investigation of the Nan- 
king incident fixed responsibility upon 
the nationalist forces he is prepared to 
give full satisfaction, including indemni- 
ties to the families of the victims. 

Shanghai dispatches report that the 
Americans and Britons there see only two 
alternatives for the powers—‘“either io 
withdraw from the Yangtze valley, or 
take quick, definite action.”’ 
at Shanghai are said to be puzzled by the 
attitude of Washington. They can not 
understand -wh¥ the United States holds 
back instead of freely cooperating with 
the other powers in “quick action’ 
against the nationalists. The changes 
are rung upon Chinese unreliability and 
the necessity of asserting the superior 
rights of the powers in the treaty ports. 
One of the special correspondents inti- 
mates that American sentiment at 
Shanghai is in favor of vigorous military 
and naval action along the Chinese coast 
“for the sake of the unfortunate Chi- 
nese.” 

It is well in this crisis that the policy 
of the United States in dealing with 
China is determined in Washington in- 
stead of in Shanghai. 

So far as the protection of the interna- 
tional settlement at Shanghai is con- 
cerned, it can not be delegated to Chang 
Kai-Shek. He has just demonstrated at 
Nanking that he is unable to preserve 
order among his own troops when they 
are bent upon pillage. The foreigners at 
Shanghai will be safe only so long as they 
are protected by the troops and warships 
of the powers. The United States will 
cooperate in this work of protection.

In regard to the two alternatives sug- | 


gested by the excited Americans at 
Shanghai, it appears that they overlook 
an essential factor. The United States is 
not interested in remaining in the 
Yangtze valley. It has no sphere of in- 
fluence there and does not desire one. 
There is no reason whatever for sending 
American forces up the Yangtze to assist 
the other powers in holding Hankow or 
any other place. 

As soon as the Americans can be with- 
drawn from China they should be with- 
drawn. If, after full warning, they re- 
fuse to leave, the United States govern- 
ment can not undertake to send warships 
to rescue them in case they change their 
minds and cry for help. The rights of 
the American people as well as the rights 
of Americans in China are involved in 
this situation. 

When the Germans were sweeping to- 
ward Paris in 1914 all Americans were 
ordered to get out of the danger zone. 
No one dreamed of sending troops and 
warships to France to rescue the im- 
periled Americans. American citizens 
have been repeatedly warned to get out 
of foreign countries where their lives 
were endangered by domestic broils. It 
would-be an act of insanity on the part 
of the United States government to in- 
volve itself in war with China on account 
of individual citizens who persist in re- 
maining in the path of destruction.

A RADIO PLAN. 


The American . engineering council has 
worked out a far-reaching plan for the solution 
of the radio problem. ‘Through its radio 
broadcasting committee it has suggested to the 
Federal radio commission that all stations 
throughout the country be divided into two 
general classes—those engaged in rendering 
purely local service and those which furnish 
broadcasting on a genuinely national scale. 
To the former would be allotted the wave 
bands between 200 to 240 meters. The latter 
would be granted exclusive use of the bands 
between 240 to 545 meters. Thus the present 
wave limits for commercial broadcasting would 
be preserved. 

There are 95 channels in the 240 to 545 
meter band available for noninterfering 
broadcasting. Allocating 6 of these to Can- 
ada, there would remain 64 for national sta- 
tions in the United States. The question of 
interference would preclude the licensing of 
more than this number of nationa? stations, 
plus a certain fraction of this number dupli- 
cated in the extreme East and West, with 
proper power restrictions. »On the other hand, 
although there are only 26 channels in 
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local tation band, because of the Mmited 


power which would be used in this classifica- 
tion fhe wave. lengths could be used by’a mul- 
tipli¢ity of local stations without mutual inter- 
ference. If full-time operation were allowed, 
300 might be licensed to utilize power up to 
500 watts. Reduced power or a time-sharing 
System might increase the number. 

This is the first suggestion that gives any 
promise of solving the broadcasting problem to 
the genuine advantage of the listener-in. 
Primarily it will do away with interference in 
so far as it can be accomplished, without mak- 
ing necessary even minor changes in present 
receiving equipment. It provides for ade- 
quate service to every community—in cities 
through a local station, in-isolated rural com- 
munities through a national station. In addi- 
tion it does not do away with the thrill of

TELLS OF FEAR AND EVIL 


Gavin W. Allan, C. 8. B., of Toronto, 
Ontario, Canada, lectured last evening 
in the Masonic auditorium on “Chris- 
tian Science, Its Practical Appeal.” Mr. 
Allan is a member of the board of lec- 
tureship of The Mother Church, The 
First Church of Christ Scientist, in 
Boston, Mass., and was introduced by 
Henry G. Sherwood, first reader of 
Second Church, The lecture was given 
under the auspices of Second Church of 
Christ Scientist, of this city. The 
lecturer said in part: 

“Webster defines fear as ‘the painful 
emotion characteristic of the apprehen- 
sion of evil,’ and he defines apprehen- 
sion as ‘anticipation, mostly of things 
unfavorable.’ 

“We, human beings, divide what we 
call time into three divisions—past, 
present, and future—and frequently 
cause ourselves much unhappiness as a 
result of this classification. For in- 
stance, have you ever found yourself 
dwelling in thought for moments or 
hours at a time upon some untoward 
incident of the past, or, on the other 
hand, have you ever caught yourself 
occupying the moments as they pass, 
with fearful anticipation of unfavorable 
things you imagine might occur jin the 
future? In other words, have you 
found yourself living merftally in. the 
past or future? Or, to put it different- 
ly, have you almost wholly neglected 
the present, wasted its moments, un- 


used its opportunities, while, as Burns 
puts it: 


“*I backward cast my e’e on prospects 
drear 


And forward, tho’ I canna see, I guess, 


and fear.’”’ 


“Now, if we live in the past we are 
apt to live in regret, and if we live in 
the future we are frequently living in 
fear. But there is really only one time 
in which we can actually live, that we 
place between past and future, the 
present, the now. As Mrs. Eddy has 
said, ‘We own no past, no future, we 
possess only now’ (The First Church 
ae Scientist, and Miscellany, p. 


“In this connection we might re- 
mind ourselves of one of Jesus’ state- 
ments, “Except ye * * * become as 
little children, ye shall not enter into 
the kingdom of heayen.” One of the 
outstanding characteristics of the child- 
like mind is its ability and willingness 
to live in the present. As Mrs. Eddy 
has written of children: “The good 
they desire to do, they insist upon do- 
ing now. They speculate neither on the 
past, present nor future, but, taking 
no thought for the morrow, act in 
God’s time” (The First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, and Miscellany, p. 12). 

“The importance of the present has 


been beautifully expressed by a modern 
writer, thus: 


“*The future and past are man’s, 
The Present belongeth to God. 
Man visions and fears for his plans, 
The future and past are man’s. 
Regrets, and his failure bans, 
Till peace is a path untrod. 
The future and past are man’s, 
The Present belongeth to God.’” 
“Should we ever find our thought 


dwelling regretfully upon the past, or 
travelng fearfully forward into the fu- 
ture, let us bring it right back to the 
present, to the now, ‘God’s time,’ 
to the presence of good, to the con- 
sciousness of God's, Love’s, ever-pres- 


ence. There, and there alone, can peace 


be found.

Charles Thomis, the American bary- 


tone, at the recent performance of 
“Rigoletto,” given by the Washington 
Opera company, was augmented yester- 
day in his charming concert at the 
National theater. Mr. Thomas ap 
under the local ement of the T. 
Arthur Smith concert bureau. 

There is no gainsaying the fact that 
Mr. Thomas is worthy of a leading 
place among not only the barytones of 
the United States but those of Europe 
as well. He has profited greatly by his 
experiences in Europe, and his art has 
mellowed and deepened, and he has 
more artistic finish to his work. For 
the rest of it, he still possesses that 
easy grace of singing that makes listen- 
ing to his songs a sheer delight and 
not an effort. Timbre, expression and 

a real knowledge of phrasing are three 


sessed by him. 

His first group included three songs 
ty German composers, of which “O 
Liebliche Wangen” was the most fasci- 
nating, although all of them were well 
sung. His encore to the applause 
which greeted the group was a negro 
spiritucl beautifully given. 

In the French group, which followed, 
there was nothing outstanding until 
he reached “Requiemr de Coeur,” by 
Pessard, which so pleased the audience 
that he was obliged to respond to it 
with two encores, the first of which, 
“Trees,” was one of the high spots of 
the program. 

A novelty was the singing of four 
songs by Eric-Zardo, sung in public for 
the first time, with the composer at 
the piano. Mr. Thomas did full jus- 
tice to them and they contain much of 
merit, particularly “How Many Moons 
Have Risen” and “The Island.” Mr. 
Thomas and Mr. Zardo shared the ap- 
plause at the end of this group. 

The painstaking work of Francis de 
Bourguignon, the accompanist, was spe- 
clally recognized when his new song, 
“The Vagabond,” heard for the first 
time in public, was effectively sung, 
and both Mr. Thomas and the com- 
poser were the recipients of an ovation. 

A “nocturne” dedicated to Mr. 
Thomas by the composer Curran, was 
another notable number on the pro- 
gram. Among other selections which 
won applause were “The Pauper’s 
Drive,” by Sidney Homer; “Twicken- 
ham Ferry,” by Marzials, and “Old 
Skinflint,” by Howells.

Teamwork and Budgets. 


EAR Miss McDonald: I’ve gotten 

up on one of the sandbars of 

married life and before launch- 
ing out into the deep again, I’m coming 
to you for advice, for you know 80 
much more of human nature than I 
do. My husband and I are having a 
little difference of opinion at our 
money matters. I knew about his 
inability to save before we were mar- 
ried, so I have only myself to blame. 
But I did think that when I took over 
his finances, we would be able to get 
along. He seemed willing to let me 
handle the money, feeling that I 
could make it stretch a little further 
than he could. The arrival of a little 
son in this. first year of our. married 
partnership has taken the surplus, 
strained our budget and incurred a 
good many debts. I’ve been trying to 
pay up as much as possible in the past 
few months, but it seems as though 
we néver get caught up. My husband 
only makes $35 a week. My budget 
last week called for $20 to be put aside 
for rent.

head. I have read a little on the subject, 
and this is the science of it, as I see it. 
When a person gets cold he begins to 
shiver. Something in him sets his mus- 
cles to jerking, and that is what we 
call shivering. These jerking muscles 
make heat and this warms the man. It 
is sort of automatic thermoregulator. 
Cramps are caused the same way. The 
temperature of the sleeper drops. His 
automatié thermoregulator turns on the 


current to the leg muscles. They cramp 
to bring up the heat. Cramps, like shiv- 
ering, is nature‘s method to supply a 
little needed heat. 

Now, they say when muscles con- 
tract, they make acids. Maybe cramp- 
ing helps to cause acidosis. Maybe the 
Boston man and I are agreed, or maybe 
we are just the other way. But any- 
how, I know I am able to continue 
enjoying fresh air, and I do not have 
cramps.

I am 
careful about my changes of clothing, 
but in spite of all I do I take cold 
with a cough and a tickling sensation 
in the throat.

game, scheduled for November 5 at 
| Providence, because of “growing tense- 
| ness’ in the feeling between players as 
| well as students of the two institutions. 
| At Providence, Fred W. Marvel, direc- 
|tor of athletics for Brown, refused 
either to affirm or deny the story, but 
| Harry R. Heneage, supervisor of ath- 
j|letics at Dartmouth, declared “rela- 
| tions will continue to exist as usual as 
far as I am concerned.” 


Recent announcement that Dart- 
| mouth has arranged a game in 
1928 with Northwestern lends color 
to the prospect of a break, the Post 
asserted. It is Dartmouth’s policy 
to limit the varsity team to four 
major zames a-season and Cornell, 
Yale and Harvard are considered 
fixtures. 


Brown-Dartmouth relations on the 
gridiron have been ‘“‘none too cordial,” 
especially since the war, 


says Brown's “Iron Men” were accused 
of using “rough English” in connection 
with their 10-0 victory at Hanover last 
fall, the first triumph of the Bruins 
over the Green since 1919.

Veteran Staff Is Swamped by 
Letters Sent in Advance of 
Payments Today. 


DECISION BY M’CARL 
IS AWAITED BY HINES 


Access to $25,000,000 Fund 
Is Wanted; $3,000,000 
Now Available, 


Announcement that the veterans’ 
bureau will begin making loans on 
bonus certificates when the bureau 


opens at 9 o’clock this morning resulted | 


yesterday in more than 700 applications 
for loans from veterans who wanted to 
be early and avoid the rush. 

Col. M. B. MacMillan, manager of the 
Washington regional office, mopped his 
brow after the last mail came in yes- 
terday afternoon and reported that he 
was “swamped.” Despite the heavy rush 
for business, however, officials will pro- 
ceed to make the loans as rapidly as 
possible this morning. 

The first batch of applications are a 
miscellaneous assortment, it was re- 
ported. Only a fraction are from the 
District. Many States are represented. 
One application came from Alabama. 

Applications began piling in yester- 
day morning, and by early afternoon 
had reached 500. Before the office 
closed at 4:30 o’clock more than 200 
additional applications had been re- 
ceived. 


Reserve Fund Is Wanted. 


Comptroller General McCarl was ex- 
pected to make a ruling yesterday af- 
ternoon on the request of Director 
Frank T. Hines for authority to borrow 
from the adjusted service certificate 
fund, $25,000,000 as a reserve fund, to 
be resorted to in case the demand for 
loans exceeds the $3,000,000 a month 
now available for loans from the con- 
verted insurance und. 

The comptroller’s decision, however, 
failed to materialize, but probably will 
be made in a day or two, it was re- 
ported. Director Hines wished to es- 
tablish the reserve fund in order to 
insure a supply of money for loans at 
all times, it was said. 

Col. MacMillan has arranged a bank- 
ing room on the second floor of the 
bureau, room 291, for transacting the 
loan business. The room is equipped 
with a cage and thrée windows. The 
entrance will be from the I street side 
of the bureau. E. G. Flester, auditor of 
the Washington regional office, will be 
in charge of the room. 


Procedure Will Prevent Mistakes. 


The applications will be checked over. 
and the vouchers made out in the short- 
est time possible. The vouchers will 
then be audited by the representatives 
of the general accounting office as- 
signed to the bureau before being sub- 
mitted to the veterans. This is in line 
with the general policy, and was started 
to prevent mistakes which otherwise 
would have to be corrected after having 
been made. 

Officials said yesterday that they 
would prefer that the veterans apply 
at the nearest postoffice for applica- 
tion blanks, fill out the blanks and the 
note attached to it carefully and prop- 
erly, have the application certified by a 
notary public, and send it in to the 
nearest regional office. If the veterans 
will do this, they will have no trouble 
in getting loans. A large percentage of 
them, however, despite all admonitions 
made to them, will not follow the right 
procedure, it is said. 

The bureau has distributed applica- 
tion blanks to all postoffices, and every 
regional office is equipped to receive 
the applications from their particular 
sections. 


Only One in Baltimore. 


Local veterans applied to the regional 
office here yesterday and obtained ap- 
plication blanks. There is indication, 
therefore, of a heavy business today 
that will be more particularly local. 
Bureau officials made it plain that the 
bureau is merely supplementing banks 
and would prefer that veterans first try 
to obtain loans from banks. 

The effect of the refusal of local 
banks to make loans to veterans and 
the generous response of Baltimore 
banks was shown in the number of ap- 
plications received at the two places. 
In contrast with Washington, only one 
application was received yesterday at 
the Baltimore regional office, it was re- 
ported.

Jiggs 2d, bulldog mascot of the ma- 
rine corps, purchased for the corps by 
Gene Tunney, champion heavyweight 
boxer and former marine, arrived here 
yesterday and passed the day at ma- 
rine corps headquarters.

RIVERDALE. CONS TABLE 
FINED ON AUTO CHARGE 


Action Follows a Complaint 
Here of “Speed Trap” Near 
Maryland Town. 


AID ALSO IS ASSESSED 


Constable E. R. Greer, of Riverdale, 
Md., and John Rickard, his assistant in 
apprehending motorists for speeding 
and other traffic law violations in the 
vicinity of the Maryland town, yester- 
day were several dollars poorer as a re- 
sult of fines imposed by Justice of the 
Peace E. 8. Aldridge following ccm- 
plaint of two American Automobile as- 
sociation attorneys. 

Complaints received at the associa- 
tion offices here led to the belief that 
a speed trap was in operation, and the 
attorneys, C. C. Collins and T. F. Bech- 


ler, went to Riverdale to investigate. 
The court was in process of fining an 
arrested motorist early yesterday morn- 
ing when the attorneys entered with 
State police and demanded the arrest 
of the constable and Rickard. 

Rickard was fined $15 and costs fcr 
driving without a permit and driving 
a car with only one headlight, and 
Greer was fined $5 and costs for driv- 
ing the automobile earlier in the night 
with only one headlight. 

But, though he fined the men, Judge 
Aldridge protested agaifist the unwar- 
ranted intrusion of the association at- 
torneys, and, reminding them he had 
been lenient in the past, declared the 
beginning of a new order with miax!i- 
mum fines awaiting every Washington 
motorist caught. 


VON BRUNING ALIEN 
FUND SUIT DISMISSED 


Filed to Establish Lien on 
$2,000,000 Held by Prop- 
erty Custodian. 


The equity suit filed by Mrs. Marie 
von Bruning, former wife of Baron 
Adolph von Bruning, a German diplo- 
mat who at one time was attached to 
the Germany embassy here, by which 
she sought to establish a lien upon the 
fund of about $2,000,000 in German 
money held by the alien property 
custodian, was dismissed yesterday by 
Justice Jennings Bailey on motion of 
District Attorney Peyton Gordon. 

The plaintiff also is the former wife 


of Gordon McKay, and by virtue of 
an agreement with him became vested 
with a life interest in premises at 1758 
N street northwest, which was used by 
the alien property custodian as an of- 
fice during the war and afterward. 
She now lives at Sharon, Conn. 

The property, which subsequently 
was sold, was damaged considerably by 
the occupancy of the custodian, it was 
charged, and was rented by the cus- 
todian at far below its normal rental 
value. The establishment of the lien 
was sought to recover damages for in- 
jury to the property. The suit was 
opposed on the ground that it was 
grounded on a supposed obligation of 
the United States which had not con- 
sented to be sued in equity. Mrs. von 
Bruning was divorced from McKay in 
1890 and was divorced from Baron von 
Bruning in February, 1926, according 
to the record. She noted an appeal 
from the decree dismissing her bill. 


NEW STREET REPAIR 
FIGURES ARE HIGHER 


Lower Bids Were Forecast 
After Recent Rejection; 
$600,000 Represented. 


Bids opened in the District building 
yesterday for street widening dnd re- 
surfacing, aggregating more than $600,- 
000, resulted in higher prices being of- 
fered than were proposed when the 
first bids on the same projects were 
opened three weeks ago. The original 
bids were rejected because only one 
bidder for each job had complied 
strictly with the specifications, and the 
principal idea was that readvertisement 
would bring lower prices. 

While the prices quoted yesterday 
were higher than most of those previ- 
ously offered, the lowest prices were 
lower than the only sole regular bid in 
each case at the prior opening. 

Corson & Gruman were lowest on 
the street-widening project, their chief 
unit price being $2.75 a square yard for 
standard asphalt pavement, this price 
including preparation by removal of 
old curbs and grading. The lowest re- 
surfacing price was that of the Inter- 
state Amiesite Co., at $2.35 a square 
yard.

new trial. . Sinclair, whose Mammoth 
Oil Co. leased the Teapot Dome naval 
oil reserve in Wyoming, was found 
guilty of having refused to answer four 
questions propounded by the Senate 
committee on public lands and surveys 
on March 22, 1924. There were original- 
ly nine questions, but this number 
dwindled to four by the time tke case 
went to the jury. The questions were 


supposed to have concerned matters 
before the committee which was then 
investigating the oil lease cases. 

The next move in the case will not 
be to sentence Sinclair to jail and im- 
pose a fine but to deterrrine how much 
punishment shall be meted out to him, 
The prosecution is insisting that Sin- 
clair be sentenced on each of the four 
questions instead of kaving one sen- 
tence cover all four counts upon which 
he was convicted. In connection with 
this proposition Sinclair’s position is 
unique in criminal annals as his coun- 
sel, Martin W. Littleton and George P. 
Hoover, this morning at 10 o’clock will 
demonstrate to Justice Hitz. 

In ordinary criminal cases defendants 
often are sentenced upon each and ev- 
ery count of an indictment, but the 
hitch in the Sinclair case will be ap- 
parent when his counsel go into tke 
realm of supposition and present a 
theoretical case in which Sinclair is 
questioned for several days and refuses, 
for reasons of his own, to answer a 
thousand or several thousand ques- 
tions. The court then will be informed 
of the dangerous precedent which will 
be set if the prosecution’s idea is cor- 
rect because in the theoretical case Sin- 
clair might have to pass the rest of 
his life in jail, as ke could, if the 
prosecution’s contentions are correct, 
be sentenced for each and every ques- 
tion he refused to answer. 


ORIENT AT CHRISTIAN 
FUNERAL OF CHINESE 


Native Band Plays Dirge, 
Following Baptist Rites 
for Lem Chong. 


In an Oriental atmosphere, but un- 
der Christian ritual, funeral services 
were held yesterday for Lem Chong, 
who was. slain a week ago by a pro- 
fessional Chinese gunman.
